left their banks, while meager shortwave radio mes- 


j sages from Amarillo reported that Panhandle city still 
held fast in a black sheath of ice. 


Swolen by cloudbursts upstream, the Guadalupe riv- 


er surged into low-lying residential sections at Victoria 
and Cuoro. Many homes, mostly those of humble work- 
inguien, were inundated and the Red Cross was feeding 
and housing the refugees. 


There were no reports of direct loss of life in the 


amazing storm which clumped as much as 16 inches of 
rain into many communities in a 48-hour period, and 
which coated three Panhandle cities, Amarillo, Borger 
and Pampa, in a brittle mantle of ice. Communication 
lines were shattered and highway traffic virtually was 
at a standstill. 


The Amarillo Globe-News told the Associated Press 


by sliort wave radio that the chief danger in the Pan- 
handle city was water shortage which would limit any 
supply for fire-fighting to 15 minutes. Partial power was 
expected to be restored later today, the short wave ra- 
dio message said. 
Hospitals were without power, but 


there had been no serious injuries and there was "no 
trouble," the newspaper said. 


No Immediate Relief 


No immediate relief from the ice was in sight. Rain 


began falling at 
Amarillo shortly before 
noon, the

man-days were lost to the army 
because of syphilis and gonorrhea. 
Much of that lost time could have 
heen 
avoided," Doctor Cox em- 


phasized, "If facilities had 
been 


provided for proper veneral dis- 
ease control. 


Ground-work for the 
veneral 


disease control program in 
the 
areas surrounding Texas canton- 
ments whcro military forces will 
be concentrated has already been 
established. Local city and coun- 
ty health departments are cooper- 
ating with the State Health De- 
partment and the U. S. Army of- 
ficials in setting up a series of 
control measures. 


"It was agreed by the surgeon 
generals of the army, navy, and 
U. S. Public Health Service," Doc- 
tor Cox stated, "that the legal re- 
sponsibility for the repression of 
prostitution rests upon the local 
police and sheriff's departments."
